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Where does the time go? It seems like yesterday 
that I wished all of you a happy and prosperous new 
year—for 2011. I wish you the same for 2012. Because 
this column is written two months in advance of the 
issue 1n which it appears, it's a balmy, warm day here in 
Missouri—very unseasonable weather for November. 
But as you read this, Pll be huddled by my fireplace 
seeking warmth from the bitter cold. 

I just returned from our annual fall board meeting 
in Atlanta, GA. One of the highlights this meeting is 
the selection of Emeritus Judges and recipients of the 
AIS honorary awards. Our newest Emeritus Judge is 
Hooker Nichols (Region 17) who was recognized for his 
outstanding contributions of service to the American Iris 
Society and its affiliates over the past 30 years. This year five 
individuals were selected to receive honorary awards that 
will be presented at the 2012 AIS Convention in Ontario, 
CA. Receiving Hybridizer Medals will be Jill Copeland 
(Region 6) and Jean Witt (Region 13) for their outstanding 
hybridizing achievements. Paul Gossett (Region 22) will 
be presented with the Distinguished Service Medal to 
recognize his outstanding service to AIS at the national 
level. Mikeand Anne Lowe (Region 4) will receive the Gold 
Medal, for their many years of highly distinctive service. 
The Bee Warburton Medal, awarded to an international 
hybridizer who has made outstanding contributions to 
the world iris community, will be presented to Grame 
Grosnver of Australia. Congratulations to all. 

Last spring, members approved a bylaws amendment 
providing for a new form of membership called 
Electronic Membership, commonly referred to as 
e-membership. Implementing this required several fairly 
complex changes to the technology in our membership 
and electronic services areas. It has taken awhile, but 
e-membership is now available. It appears that there 
may be some confusion about e-membership and the 
online Iris Registration Database (lIrisregister) So, 
here’s the “scoop.” You can have both a regular and 
e-membership; having one does not negate the other. 
With the implementation of e-membership, Irisregister 
is accessible only to e-members. The good news is that if 
you are already a subscriber to Irisregister, your remaining 
subscription to it will be converted to an e-membership. 
When your Irisregister subscription expires, you'll need 
to become an e-member in order to continue using it. 
In addition to Irisregister, e-members have access to 
electronic copies of Irises, the Bulletin of the American Iris 
Society, and the Basic Iris Culture publication. Additional 
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features will be added from 
time to time. Those who 
have only an e-membership 
have all of the benefits of 
regular membership except 
that they do not receive a 
printed copy of Irises. 

Another change to be 
aware of concerns making 
donations to AIS. To help 
alleviate the confusion 
about where to send 
donations and to help 
The AIS Foundation better meet their tax reporting 
requirements for donations, all donation checks should 
be made out to The AIS Foundation and specify to 
which fund you would like your donation credited. The 
Foundation will reallocate to AIS funds that are specified 
for AIS purposes. For more information on this change, 
see the Donations report on pag 55. 

And while I’m talking about change, here’s one that 
affects AIS judges. Beginning this year, the deadline for 
voting all categories on the ballot has been moved from July 
1 to August 1. This was done to eliminate voting two ballots 
for those who vote for JIs and also to address concerns 
from irisarians in colder climates whose other beardless 
varieties bloom into July. By the way, AIS does need more 
judges. Currently there are 552 fully accredited judges and 
43 apprentice judges. While this sounds like a lot, it’s really 
not considering the number of shows and judges’ training 
classes held annually and the aging of many current judges. 
Each year a significant number of older judges retire, often 
with no additional judges to replace them. Being a judge is 
not only rewarding, it also provides the opportunity to learn 
more, in depth, about the flower we all love. If interested, 
contact your RVP for more information. 

And on a parting note—have you ever thought that 
you'd like to become more involved in AIS and, if so, 
how to do it? Our organization always has opportunities 
for those who would like to share their particular talents 
and skills, be it technology, organization, or other. If you 
are one of these people, please contact me by phone or 
email. In case you’re wondering whether offering to help 
would require your attendance at one of the two AIS 
annual meetings, the answer is no! Many of our dedicated 
workers do so from the comfort of their own homes. 

I hope to see you at our next national convention in

ALBUQUERQUE GARDENERS 
GET PAID TO SAVE WATER BY 
PLANTING BULBS AND IRISES 
Sounds too good to be true 
doesn’t it? In an October 3 article 
titled “Droughtbusters,” | TIME 
magazine talks about innovative 
water conservation efforts. It seems 
that the Albuquerque, NM water 
authority has been paying residents 
$0.75 per square foot to tear out 
their yards and replace them with 
plants that need little water. ABQ 
includes alliums, blackberry lily, 
crocus, daffodils, hyacinths, bearded 
and bulbous iris, and tulips on a list 
of twelve bulbs with low or medium 
need for water, thus qualifying them 
for the xeriscaping rebate. Just when 


you thought you had heard it all! 


DIAL SOAP, TRICLOSAN 
AND THE FDA 

Many of us use the antibacterial 
Dial Soap to combat rot in irises. 
We squeeze it right out of the bottle 
directly onto the affected rhizomes 
with impressive results. It is our 
standard operating procedure at 
Missouri Botanical Garden in St. 
Louis, MO. The soap contains a 
chemical known as triclosan which 
was created more than 40 years ago 
as a surgical scrub for hospitals. The 
U.S. Food and Drug Administration 
is reviewing the safety of the 
chemical and was to announce the 
results of its review several months 
ago, but now says the timing of 
such an announcement is uncertain 
and unlikely until later in 2012, 
according to a report in the New 
York Times. The Environmental 
Protection Agency is also looking 
into the safety of triclosan. 
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REMEMBERING SALT-OF-THE 
EARTH MEMBERS 

It is always sad to report 
the passing of an important iris 
personality. Dr. John Weiler (1925- 
2011) died September 19 at age 86. 
Weiler received his doctoral degree 
in botany from the University. of 
California-Berkley in 1962 and taught 
at California State University-Fresno 
(Fresno State) for 27 years. Winner 
of the Cook-Douglas medal in 2002 
for his SDB 'Little Blue Eyes' (1993), 
Dr. Weiler was noted for introducing 
dependable SDB rebloomers among 
his 88 introductions. In retrospect, 


he considered his orange TB 'Fresno 
Calypso' (1978), a 1982 AM winner, 
a significant introduction to rival the 
success of ‘Little Blue Eyes.’ I think 
his reblooming SDB *Thrice Blessed" 
(1982) qualifies as well. Dr. Weiler 
was awarded the AIS Hybridizer's 
Medal in 2004. Additional articles 
about Weiler are in the January 2011 
AIS Irises Bulletin, pages 48-49, 
and The Medianite 50^ Anniversity 
History Edition of the Median Iris 
Society on page 74. 

AIS life member Joyce B. Arny 
(1921-2011) died at age 90 after a 
long battle with Alzheimer's disease. 
The wife of Louisiana iris hybridizer 
Charles W. Arny, Joyce was active 
in the Society for Louisiana Irises as 
well. She was a long-time resident 
of Lafayette, LA and taught in the 
Lafayette Parish School System. 
She hosted many SLI events and 
supported her husband in his four 
decades of iris hybridizing during 
which he registered 138 LAs and 
introduced 132. His first three intros 
were in 1955 and his last two 1n 1990. 
Arny cultivars won three DeBaillon 
Medals: ‘Acadian Miss! in 1990,

REBLOOMING IRIS SOCIETY 

The Reblooming Iris Society (RIS) 
has really embraced Facebook. RIS 
touts themselves as a special interest 
section of AIS that promotes irises 


‘Clara Goula’ in 1987 and ‘Easter 
Tide’ in 1988. There were also seven

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For the Love of Historic lrises

Like the rest of you, | love irises—all irises. But 
when it comes to what earns garden space, I have to pick 
favorites. For that reason, I've chosen to concentrate on 
growing historic bearded irises—those over 30 years of 
age, though the bulk of my collection is over 50 years 
old with most introduced from the 1920s to the 1950s. 

Modern bearded irises are fine, and I do grow a few, 
but my passion is for the old ones with their narrower 
petals, tailored edges and graceful forms. There is real 
charm and elegance to these antiques and heirlooms that 
is often missing in today’s huge ruffled varieties. I liken 
it to the difference between Baroque and Art Deco, or a 
southern belle’s frilled and bedecked ball gown and the 
eponymous “little black dress.”

(HIPS), I've worked with the rest of our membership to 
raise awareness of the value of historic irises and the need 


Most historic irises have proven their value as 
good garden plants just by being survivors, an 
essential trait as we face extreme weather conditions 
with more predicted. Incorporating the genes for 
vigor from the hardiest of our old survivors could 
greatly strengthen new lines of breeding. Who 
knows what else our talented hybridizers will do 
as science continues to unlock the secrets of DNA? 
And who can say what old varieties may hold a clue 
in their genes that answers a question we have yet to 
even ask? If they are not here for future study, that 
genetic record will be lost, and perhaps a key gene 
arrangement with it. 

There is also the sentimental aspect of preserving 
old irises.

In My Garden 


As | write this on the first of November, many 
irisarians may be resting with their work all done. But 
because mine ls a new garden, and I want irises all year in 
my garden, I have a surge of activity. If my reblooming 
bearded irises had been established long enough, I would 
have their flowers now to encourage me. But instead I’m 
dreaming about the coming year, though if I get around to 
trimming back that huge Buddleia bush that has engulfed 
the Iris unguicularis over the summer, new blooms could 
be on their way by Thanksgiving. Of course it may 
wait until January to bloom or start blooming soon and 
continue off and on all winter. 

But I am taking no chances. Scores of bulbous iris 
are on their way, and I am already picking out locations 
to put them. A few Iris reticulata ‘Katherine Hodgkin’ 
have already arrived. She looked great last February with 
winter-blooming pansies and this year I am going to try 
her in a large pot that I can move around in the garden. I 
am trying several things in pots hoping to come up with 
some great combinations. The fall-blooming Cyclamen 


and Crocus that are festooning my garden at present will 
be replaced in late winter and early spring by their early 
year counterparts. I am hoping that with an assortment of 
Tris reticulata, I. histrioides, and Juno irises, I can find the 
perfect companions this February and March. But besides 
my bulb planting, I have many other garden tasks. There 
are all the tropicals I have been bringing in and making 
cuttings of and my 50 sun coleus to store under lights 
for the winter. Even the bearded irises still need some 
attention. I have areas that need cleaned of weeds and 
debris so those pesky borer moths will find no place to lay 
their eggs. And I hate to admit it, but there are a few TBs 
that still need planting. I am sure they will need a brick 
on top their rhizome this winter to keep them from frost 
heaving, but I still expect them to bloom this spring. 

The promises of the coming year are already emerging. 
Tris anguifuga already has a nice set of winter leaves and the 
Oncocyclus I just got this summer have more lush growth 
already than expected. Despite the agonies of last year, I 
have high hopes the new season will be a great one. %

2011: The Most Challenging Year 


2011 was the most challenging yet in my iris growing career. Starting out with a 300-year Assiniboine River 
flood that threatened my main gardens, we were on mandatory evacuation order for three weeks in May. The day 
after we were allowed to return, I left for the Victoria convention and returned home to more flooding—this time 
courtesy of Mother Nature who dumped almost half our year’s normal precipitation in just the month of June. 
Several of the iris gardens, including my nursery bed, were underwater the entire month despite continuous, around- 
the-clock pumping every day. The Siberians loved it, the bearded types, not so much! Follow that by drought, 
extreme heat and humidity in July during which I moved house and one garden. Moving house was the easy part. 
More than 70 clumps of iris were dug in the heat and humidity and planted at a friend’s acreage since I had no gardens 
at the new place. The entire month of August we received just 5 mm (~0.20 inches) of rain. Near the end of August, 
I was finally able to get into the formerly flooded iris beds to weed without sinking up to my ankles—the first time 
since the entire fiasco that was the 2011 growing season began. Bearded iris deaths were not at bad as expected, but 
several were lost to rot. Thankfully the autumn has been much better with above average temperatures, but again 
very little rain. After such a season, I am more than ready for the “white mulch” to come and blanket the gardens 
because I am just plain tired! %

In the early 1990s, there was a home that had 
lovely rose bushes and irises growing all around it. 
I really wanted to dig them up as the home has been 
abandoned for many, many years. But I considered 
that stealing and did nothing but enjoy the blooms.

Well one day the fire department arrived and 
proceeded to do what they call a practice burn— 
oh my! The roses bushes were plowed under and 
the lovely irises next to the house were ignored. 
The fire burned the brick home and the eaves 
burned and fell to the ground. 

That was enough for me, after a few days I 
went over and uplifted the eaves burnt boards and 
the like very carefully and to my surprise there 
were the iris, scorched and slightly bruised. But 
that did not matter, and I dug them all up and 
took them home. I planted them and did the best 
I could for them. 

Spring came and to my surprise all those sad 
looking, scorched irises bloomed happily. They 
continue to do so and increase like crazy. See irises 
can take a bruising and keep on going! %

This may be premature because | won't know if it 


worked until the snow melts. But a few years ago, we 
bought all of Carol Warner's pseudatas only to have voles 
eat every single one in the second year. That same year, 
they did a number of some Japanese irises (and don't get me 
started on lilies, hostas and so on). 

This year for our anniversary, Mike again bought me the 
entire line of pseudatas that Draycott carries, and I decided 
then that I was not interested in feeding voles. My lines of 
defense include sharp gravel in the planting hole and mixed 
into surrounding soil. But the coup de gráce are my wire 
wastebaskets from the Dollar Store. These are overturned 
on top of the pseudatas with edges partially buried, then 
secured with six-inch landscape pins. Since the voles tend 
to tunnel on the surface of the ground, bm hoping this will 


stop them. 


bve gotten shorter wire baskets for lily bulbs and hosta 
crowns. I also use landscape fabric pinned over the top. I 
know this technique works, but the problem is that if you 
domt see it early enough in the season to remove it, the plant 
camt get through. The baskets will give some wiggle room.

Lover: 
Twenty-five Years on My Knees

Award-winning hybridizer 
Marky Smith shares her life 
with irises and the characters 
that helped shape her story. 
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To summarize my twenty five years as a hybridizer— 
that humble time span ranks me as a “newbie” alongside 
our Northwest giants like Bennett Jones and the 
Schreiners, our adoptees Keith Keppel, Terry Aitken, and 
Paul Black, and all the rest of our great hybridizers. My 
beginnings were backwards. Many of you know that my 
great uncle, Melvin Naylor, was a nationally recognized 
hybridizer back in the dark ages of the 1940s and 50s, 
and when I was 15, I spent a day in his Utah garden, 
watching him teach my aunt how to pollinate an iris with 
a camel’s hair brush. (It was hot, and I was bored.) 


Years later, when we moved to our present site on the 
edge of Yakima, the garden was under constant attack 
from the critters in the sagebrush which surrounded us. 
Only the few irises escaped the depredations. So I added 
more irises, until I had about 30 cultivars. A friend gave 
me Molly Price’s book The Iris, and when I read the 
chapter about hybridizing, I remembered Uncle Melvin 
and his brush. Being impatient, I forewent the brush, 
which needed sterilization after each use, and went 
about brandishing raw anthers. I was astonished to get a 
huge pod, which required I read the next chapter about 
planting the seeds. Two years later, those seeds bloomed 
and, ugly as they were, I was hooked. 

I also confess to backing into the median program. 
Like most people, I started with tall bearded irises, when 
I still had energy for digging huge clumps and weeding 
more ground. I learned from Keith Keppel about 
dominant and recessive traits, about the sheer numbers 
needed to make a good selection, and about results 
one might expect from specific parents. From George 
Shoop, I learned to love tangerine beards and took to 
heart George's admonition, “Never cross two ‘dogs.’ All 
you'll get is puppies!" 

But the most valuable advice was given by Bennett 
Jones, who told me to forget working with TBs and 
focus instead on medians, where there were myriad 
colors left unexplored, and not as many folks playing 
bee. While I was pondering about giving up TBs, we had 
a winter with six feet of snow—24" inches all winter is 
more common—and there followed a botrytis plague 
that decided for me when it carried off about 200 reselect 
TB seedlings. After the tantrum subsided, I noticed most 
of the SDB seedlings were unaffected. One feature I love 
about SDBs is their greater resistance to infection from 
both soft rot and botrytis, and their positive glee over a 
cold winter. In a year of -20°F, TB bloom is down 40%, 
but the “little guys” bloom in great two-year clumps 
with more intense colors. 

My early focus was scattered. I crossed all the 
“smalls” I could find to learn what colors were 
dominant, and found there are definite differences when 
predicting SDB crosses as opposed to those with TBs. 
In the intermediates, the major effort was to produce 
enough seed to generate a representative cross-section. 
It was surprising one could cross two dark purples and 
get strong yellow, and conversely, breed near-black from 
yellow and orange as two of the grandparents. I learned 
to dislike haft markings and have seen enough green- 
brown and pale yellow seedlings with washy pumila 
spots and skinny, drab beards to last several lifetimes. It 
seemed proper to remove plants with bad foliage before 


they bloomed, which saved time later rationalizing poor 
proportions and coarseness. Since I have only a quarter 
acre of space for seedlings, a sharp shovel is probably my 
best hybridizing tool. 

With two and a half decades of birthdays and waning 
energy comes narrowed focus for projects, especially in 
SDBs: better form, more color saturation, and dramatic 
beards, such as bright red or hot yellow beards on black, 
or intense pinks with navy blue beards. For 20 years, 
spring bloom included yellow plicatas, working for 
form and tangerine beards, which coalesced recently. 
Colors for intermediates tend to follow the same 
lines, as the dwarf parents are already available. I have 
fondness for luminatas in all sizes, especially intense 
colors with fuzzy pale beards and glowing hearts. My 
last few generations of medians have included efforts 
for a near-black plicata on white ground. It progresses 
with ‘Orca’ (2009). 

The judges of The American Iris Society have been 
tremendously generous in their response to my Yakima 
flowers. The Honorable Mentions, the Awards of Merit, 
and now three Cook-Douglas and three Sass medals 
continue to warm my fingers and my heart on those cold 
spring days in the wind. Of course, the greatest thrill, and 
one I always thought beyond a median hybridizer, was 
to receive Roy Epperson’s phone call that ‘Starwoman’ 
(1998) had won the Dykes Medal. I burst into tears. 

I want to express my sincere thanks and gratitude 
to Keith Keppel for the many seedlings, both tall and 
small, he has shared with me over the years. Without him 
there would be no ‘Starwoman’, no ‘Delirium’ (2001) 
and no ‘Ming’ (1998). Similarly, a large number of my 
varieties reflect gifts from Paul Black, Bennett Jones, and 
Terry Aitken, who share pollen, a whole flower, end even 
entire plants, often before they formally introduce them. 
The great strength of the Northwest hybridizers is this 
generosity, which in turn expands a gene base which is 
compatible to all our work. 

Each season brings every hybridizer fresh ideas for 
crosses, some of which were planned carefully over 
the winter by assessing the relationships of cultivars 
in inventory. Some are spontaneous, “Wow, what if 
that blue with the orange ancestor was used with that 
tangerine beard?” Some are covetous, hatched in other 
people’s seedling patch. And some are simply what was 
available at the moment. But if I have a list of planned 
crosses, I can save pollen from the required SDBs in the 
freezer to make intermediate crosses when the talls begin 
to bloom. And every year, that space of possibility as the 
stalks push up out of the plants is the fuel that lights the 
fire. Try it! You'll be hooked in two years too. s% 
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A Week at Tempo Two 
with Barry Blyth

Barry Blyth and | had been email corresponding 
regularly about iris hybridizing since early in 2009. I 
made my first crosses in 2010, which yielded 210 seedlings 
lined out in the spring of 2011, whose bloom I eagerly 
await in the spring of 2012. In the summer of 2011 Barry 
surprised me by asking if I would be interested in visiting 
Tempo Two and possibly make some crosses with him in 
his iris beds. Even though it would cost nearly $2,000, 
it was an opportunity I couldn't afford to pass up, so of 
course I said yes. 

I left my home in northwest Arkansas on the 
afternoon of Saturday, October 22 bound for Dallas, 
where I then flew on to Australia, and arrived in 
Melbourne in the early afternoon on Monday, October 
24, after a 16-hour trans-Pacific flight. Because of the 
time differential between here and there (16 hours), 
you lose a day on the trip there and gain a day on the 
return trip. Barry had asked me to email him a picture 
so, as he put it, he wouldn't take the wrong man home. 
I had replied that, having seen so many pictures of him 
in various places, I would be able to pick him out of 
the crowd. Finding each other easily, we made our 
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Catalogue product field in front of sale barn. 


way to his truck, and then on to the small town of 
Pearcedale where Tempo Two is located, a 45-minute 
drive away. 

It was drizzling rain when we left the airport, and 
this continued off and on for the rest of the day. When 
we arrived at Pearcedale, we went to Barry’s home where 
I was to stay so I could drop off my luggage and meet his 
very charming “significant other,” Gwyneth Jones who 
is a professional in the Victoria state children’s health care 
program. We immediately drove on to Tempo Two only 
a few minutes away where I met the equally charming, 
but somewhat more intense and serious, Lesley, Barry’s 
former wife, close friend, and business partner. Even 
though it was still misting rain, Barry grabbed a couple of 
umbrellas and we headed off to visit the seedling patch. 
It was a bit like following the white rabbit through the 
gardens and hedges and then down the rabbit hole into 
iris “wonderland”. 

Tempo Two is a hodgepodge of large garden fields 
scattered about on the property, along with the large 
house where Lesley lives, the two small cottages where 
daughter Heidi and son Tim live, and the sale barn which

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they open to the public during the three weekends of 
peak bloom season. Down paths, through breaks in 
hedges, we finally emerged into the largest of the fields 
which is to half of the first-year seedlings (23 rows, 150 
feet long containing around 600 plants each), the reselects 
from previous years (11 rows of the same size and plant 
density), and the seven rows of new seedlings which were 
then in the process of being lined out. Once there, Barry 
led me on a rapid guided tour of the first-year seedlings 
and the reselects. The weather and umbrellas were not 
conducive to lingering anywhere along the way, and it 
was all a bit bewildering for me, especially since I had 
been traveling for most of the past 24 hours. After this 
quick introduction, we headed back to Barry’s home for 
a fire in the fireplace and the ubiquitous “cuppa” tea. 
That night after supper (or “tea” as they call it in 
Australia), Barry again took me on a tour of the first- 
year seedlings, this time though on the computer through 
the photos of those he had so far selected. This was the 
beginning of my Blyth-directed lessons in hybridizing 
that would continue for the next week. I would make 
comments and ask questions. He would answer my 


questions and then discuss the given seedling’s pedigree, 
telling me how certain aspects of the flower had been 
derived from aspects of the pedigree, or commenting on 
how certain ones were just mysteries of hybridizing. 
Tuesday offered fine sunny weather, and we were back 
in the seedling field bright and early with Barry moving 
down the rows looking for new bloom and checking 
on the progress of those that had bloomed earlier, often 
times commenting on them to me as we went along. 
Again I asked questions and made my own comments. 
Often times when I said I liked some particular flower, 
he would explain to me why, even though it might be a 
“pretty” flower, it did not meet his criterion for selection. 
He said, “I ask myself: Would I want to make a cross 
with this flower? And if the answer is no, then it doesn’t 
make the cut.” In this way I began to develop my own 
critical eye. 

Wednesday was again a warm sunny day and Barry 
and I spent the morning going thru the seedling patch 
as before. Later after lunch, when we were back out in 
the seedling field, he told me that I was free to make 
whatever crosses I wanted to make in the seedlings and 
among the stock plants, including those that will be 
introduced next year. 

Making crosses there turned out to be more 
complicated than it had been in my much smaller patch 
at home. Both flowers selected for a cross had to be 
photographed before pollen was extracted and the cross 
madeto give mea visual record of what I'd crossed. After 
I made and tagged the cross, a bamboo stake was stuck in 
the ground and attached to the stalk so that Barry could

to collect 
pIosdhsu, 
and so 
it would 
be less 
likely for the wind to blow it over. The soil at Tempo 
Two is virtually nothing but black sand, so plants aren't 
all that well anchored in it and thus the wind has a 
tendency to topple them. It took me awhile to get it all 
coordinated, but I eventually got the hang of it. Faced 
with such a vast field of flowers to choose from, the 
almost overwhelming quandary was what to cross with 
what. At first I was nearly paralyzed by this, but rather 
quickly said to myself, *just choose something and 
get on with it." As I became more and more familiar 
with the flowers over the next few days, that aspect

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of it became less daunting. At that point Barry left me 
more and more to my own devices. In the end I made 
28 crosses. 

Thursday was again a fine day, and I spent the 
morning in the seedling field photographing and 
crossing. After lunch Barry and Lesley took me to the 
Royal Victoria Botanic Garden near Melbourne. While 
it was "interesting" I would have preferred to have been 
back in the seedling field. Friday, Barry took me to the 
Rhododendron Garden an hours drive into the hills 
of the Dandenong Range. I almost begged out to stay 
on in the seedling field, but in the end was very glad I 
didn't. It was a wonderful trip. The Dandenong Range 
is essentially semi-tropical rain forest with 200 feet tall 
eucalyptus trees and enormous tree ferns among the 
tropical vegetation. The Rhododendron Garden itself 
was spectacular! Later we had lunch in the quaint little 


hill town of Olinda.

It rained much of Friday night, still drizzling the 
next morning. Tempo Two is open to the public the 
three weekends of peak bloom. It turned out to be a 
huge amount of work setting up the sale barn for the 
day. Barry and I were up at 6:00 to breakfast and be at 
the nursery by 6:45. When we got there, the drizzle was 
tapering off. The major time consuming job was setting 
up the fresh flower display for the day. There were seven 
display tables prepared for a cut flower display of over 
100 different irises, many of which had their rhizomes 
for sale on the table as well. While Barry went to the 
seedling field to select seedling stems to display, Lesley 
and I went out into the stock patch near the barn (which 
visitors are allowed to stroll through) to see what we 
could find that hadn’t been damaged by the rain.

Somehow it all got done by ten o’clock when 
Tempo Two opened for the day. 

Sunday morning was a repeat of the morning 
before: drizzling off and on. But as the day before, the 
sale barn had to be set up for the day’s business. After 
assisting with setup, even though it was still wet and 
misty, I headed back out to the seedling patch. It was 
far too wet to make crosses, but there was one iris in 
particular I wanted to check on. The day before Barry 
had discovered a glorious new “flattie” in the first-year 
seedlings. It had three bloom stalks, two of which had 
bloomed the previous two days, both with perfectly flat 
flowers with icy blue-white standards, against flaring 
navy blue falls. The third stalk had a bloom out on it that 
morning and it too was flat. Beyond the beauty of the 
bloom, what made this “flattie” really special was that 
it had produced pollen. I am particularly interested in

the “flatties” and have nine of them in my patch, none 
of which even produced stamens, let alone pollen. I was 
thrilled to at last find one with pollen, which I hope can 
be used to cross with the ones I have. 

The next morning Barry and I headed into 
Melbourne to the airport. Two days earlier, the CEO 
of Qantas Airlines had thrown the gauntlet down to 
the trade unions by defiantly shutting the airline down 
worldwide. But the government intervened forcing the 
parties involved into arbitration and forcing Qantas 
to resume flights. But as a result of the shutdown the 
whole system was in disarray. Therefore I wasn’t able to 
get a flight out until the next morning. I finally arrived 
home late Tuesday evening, having traveled non-stop 
for thirty hours. By this time “jet lag” had finally set 
in. On a final note, I got email from Barry on 10-11-11 
telling me that he had seen that some of my crosses are 
setting pods. Success! %

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First, there is never a good or proper answer to this 
question. No matter the training we receive as judges 
to look at the whole plant, I find myself sucked in 
for a pretty face. Even after I started hybridizing and 
wanted certain characteristics, those color photos of 
the newest introductions arrive on my doorstep and 
it is very difficult not to imagine them in my garden. 
But there 1s also a practical reason for at least some 
of my purchases and that has to do with imagining 
what my seedlings will look like from these wonderful 
offerings. Seeing the seedlings that some of these 
produce for other hybridizers, thanks to the Internet, 
is more than enough to get my imagination cooking. 
Sage hybridizers would suggest to have a plan when 
hybridizing, but plans can change suddenly when irises 
such as ‘Winterberry’ (Spoon, 2010) or ‘Chocoholic’ 
(Burseen, 2011) come onto the market! 


JODY NOLIN, OHIO 


A few years back, I grew bored with growing irises in long, 
straight, monoculture rows. My gardens are now mixed beds that 
curve and swoop. I'm always looking for new and different things 
to add. The new irises I buy have to play well with others. 

The Siberians and spurias work well with the daylilies, 
coneflowers and lilies. The Siberians like the front and middle of 
the beds, while the spurias create nice backdrops. The wide variety 
of colors and forms in Siberians make them ideal for garden 
interest, and spurias are undeniably dramatic. Some of the newer 
spurias also vary considerably in height, which is very useful in 
mixing up the garden. There are a few, very few, bearded iris in 
these beds—mostly historics that I can’t live without. 

In the lower areas, the beds are fronted with Louisianas 
and pseudatas and species in the middle. The newer varieties of 
Louisiana don't sprawl or take over the garden, plus they come 
in a range of color combinations and are super easy to grow. 
Some also rebloom. I add cannas in the summer. These beds are 
round and to compensate for a lack of a backdrop, I planted pussy 
willows, buttonbush, ash, and alder in the center to add height and 
interest. In one particularly wet area there are variegated cattails 
planted with the I. pseudacorus and a few Japanese irises. 

I've doubled the number of Japanese irises in my collection 
over the past couple of years. Now there is a brand new bed of 
them that will eventually have more types added, but I’m not sure 
exactly what will go there. Probably more pseudatas. I’ve been 
particularly impressed with their “eyelashes.” They are vigorous, 
easy to grow and have eye-catching blooms in unusual color 
combinations. I will definitely be adding more of these.

My iris acquisitions reflect my keen 
interest in hybridizing with the bearded and 
aril species. Many of the species that interest 
me are not readily available commercially, 
so I have ordered from overseas and 
from seed exchanges. Because I think it is 
important to preserve the species and their 
genetic diversity, I try to acquire a number 
of different forms of each species I grow and 
maintain a vital population by growing new 
plants from seed. 

I also seek out garden hybrids from 
interesting breeding lines like MDBs of pure 
Iris pumila ancestry, tetraploid aril hybrids, 
and the medians from J. aphylla produced 
by Jim and Vicki Craig, for example. 

Since I have only a small garden at 
present, there is not much room left after 
acquiring the plants I hope to hybridize 
with. I decided to limit myself to each year’s 
top Award of Merit winner in each class I 
grow. I’ve been away from growing irises 
for about ten years, and this seemed as good 
a way as any to catch up. Some of these may 
double up as hybridizing plants, having the 
modern characteristics that the species lack. 
The extras that many growers send round 
out the collection with a nice group of 
surprises to keep it all interesting. 

Although mine is clearly a hybridizer's 
garden, I do place a high value on aesthetics. 
I place the species in rock garden areas where 
they mingle with other plants of similar 
geographic origin or growing requirements. 
The showier hybrids are planted with an eye 
for color harmonies and are accompanied 
by various garden perennials and spring- 
flowering bulbs for long-season interest. 
I'm always looking for sites and companions 
that will show off my irises to best effect. % 
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‘Apricot Drops’ (Aitken, 1995) 


This class has made amazing progress in 
just the last few decades as Ben Hager, Jim and Vicki 
Craig, and others have incorporated Iris aphylla into 
the class and created tetraploids in new, clear colors. If 
it’s peach, orange or pink—it’s a tet. If you’re fascinated 
by hybridizing, this class offers real opportunities! Just 
look at the lovely diploids created recently by Stephanie 
Markham and Charles Bunnell, for example. Tets, dips, 
color breaks, and more—this class is diverse. 


MTB collectors love this newfound diversity, though 
purists criticized early tetraploid attempts as having 
too large of flowers, stalks, leaves, etc. which lacked the 
delicacy of form associated with this class. Deviation from 
the very strict, original standards was first considered 
outrageous by some, but “you can’t make an omelet 
without breaking eggs,” and recent tetraploid introductions 
have overcome most of the proportion problems. It’s well 
worth a little compromise for the increased color range. 
Strict interpretation of tradition has been inconsistent 
for some features, as the “table irises” designed for use in 
arrangements were supposed to be pleasingly fragrant. This 
characteristic has been widely neglected in the class over the 
years, as most have no fragrance to speak of, and a few are 
downright unpleasant. Some of the newer introductions 
also offer the possibility of rebloom, another characteristic 
derived from the Z. aphylla background. 

It won't come as a surprise then that one of my favorites 
is ‘Claire Doodle’, (Nearpass/Spoon, 2000) a sturdy grower 
with soft blue-violet flowers—in both spring and fall. 
Bud count is not as high as some worthy examples in this 
color range, like “Virginia Lyle’ (Willott, 1994) or *Wistful 
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‘Claire Doodle’, (Nearpass/Spoon, 2000) 
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‘Crystal Ruffles’ (Dunderman, 1986) 


Wisteria’ (Wulf, 1998), but when you count buds for the 
total year, and the incredible lift the sight of fall bloom gives, 
it evens out. This clump is one that consistently entrances 
visitors to Missouri Botanical Garden who weren’t aware 
of the existence of reblooming irises. 

‘Apricot Drops’ (Aitken, 1995) made my hit parade 
list at first sight. Such an enchanting change from the 
too-many variegatas and purple and white combos! 
It’s another which has been an enthusiastic grower in 
my garden—something I'm sad to say isn’t true of all 
of the tets I’ve tried whose I. aphylla components have 


shuddered and faltered in our typical heat and drought- 
cursed summers. Some tend to go summer dormant, but 
not this one. 

‘Crystal Ruffles’ (Dunderman, 1986), a lovely pure 
white, actually has ruffles! I consider this a very desirable 
trait, and would like to see some lace edging added to 
a few MTBs for variety, also. I know this is heresy to 
some, but why can’t we have just a little more diversity 
in form in this class? The Siberian and Louisiana 
classes, for example, embrace and even cherish a truly 
wide range of form in flowers, and it only makes them 
more interesting and appealing to a wider spectrum of 
aficionados. Indeed, ruffles seem to me a more desirable 
change than the never-fully-opening-falls form of one 
recent award-winning variegata MTB. But, I digress. 

In other whites there are many desirable intros, like 
‘Astra Lady’ (Varner, 1998) and ‘Robin Goodfellow’ 
(Mahan, 1994) which perform predictably well and offer 
stunning clumps of sparkling flowers. ‘Mystic Crystal’ (S. 
Markham, 2005) is a newer beauty that I think worthy 
of a third try. The whites are especially recommended for 
those who are still working regular days and most often 
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‘Pink All Over’ (Fisher, 1999) 


view their irises on homecoming in the evening, gleaming 
across the garden. They do fairly glow in the dark! 

‘Pink All Over’ (Fisher, 1999) seems to be the best 
grower among the many pinks in my garden, and I love 
the bright, clear color and the tangerine beards, too! It’s 
hard to choose among the pinks, as they truly are my 
favorites— Pink Buttons’ (Lankow/Aitken, 1996) is a 
strong contender in beauty. 

It hasn't liked our hot summers much, but ‘Pioneer 
Pink’ (Craig, 1996) meets every petite criterion for MTBs. 
‘Emma Doodle’ (Nearpass/Chesapeake & Potomac Iris 


Soc., 1999) is an unusual rose-coral shade, and reblooms in 
some places, but not for me so far. 'Aglow Again’ (Fisher, 
2004) in peachy tints 1s another that may yet rebloom here. 
Hager’s bright pink ‘Snob Appeal’ (1997) and apricot pink 
‘Devotee’ (1997) were ultra-appealing, but didn't want to 
live with the degree of neglect and vagaries of weather 
endemic to my garden. For more variety in the pinks, 
plicatas ‘Rosemary’s Dream’ (Dunderman, 1982) and 
even softer-colored ‘Crafted? (Dunderman/Varner, 2001) 
are virtually fool-proof. ‘Spring Blush’ (Fisher, 2002) is a 
delicate peach-pink whose only criticism might be that it’s 
too unobtrusive, with too little pizzazz. 

‘Sailor’s Dream’ (Fisher, 2004), a dark blue new classic, 
deserves its many awards and accolades. Typical of the 
high standards for Fisher introductions, it thrives nearly 
everywhere and appeals to nearly everyone. Another 
blue I like, sporting lighter standards with darker falls 
and some fragrance, is ‘Blue Chip Stock’ (Black, 1998). 
Originating in Oklahoma, it probably grew smaller 
there, but can be a bit of a bruiser in better conditions. 
Its vigor and determination to live are appreciated here, 
however. As you've gathered, l'm more interested in 
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'Sailor's Dream’ (Fisher, 2004)

plants producing beautiful flowers than whether they 
meet stringent artificial strictures. 

“Yellow Flirt’ (Fisher, 1998) is about as near perfect 
as an MTB can be in a color class that affords many good 
ones. The yellows and golds can't be surpassed for drawing 
the eye! ‘Easy’ (Craig, 2005) is also fragrant. For a real 
survivor and grower even under difficult circumstances, 
‘Chickee’ (Dunderman, 1980) is hard to beat. “Butter on 
Ice’ (Sorensen, 2000) is a lighter yellow and white, not 
stunning, but a super-good grower. ‘Lady Emma’ (Jones, 
1986) doesn’t quite fit the class and isn’t really all that pretty, 


but it is a determined fall rebloomer I appreciate. I haven’t 
had ‘Sun Spirit’ (Craig, 2007) long enough to know if it will 
rebloom here, but even if it doesn’t, it’s pretty. 

"Night Spirit’ (Craig, 2002) is a high-impact dark 
purple-violet to provide welcome contrast with all 
the pinks, yellows, and whites. It has both ruffles and 
fragrance, and often shows its J. aphylla ancestry 
by branching from the base, for even more flowers. 
‘Reminiscence’ (Mahan, 1992) is another worthy dark- 
flowered one in more plum tones that’s also vigorous. 

So I’ve wittered on at length, but the short story 
is that the MTB class now offers colors and sturdiness 
that should appeal to any iris grower who can look 
beyond the overwhelming impact of the more brash 
TBs. In addition, MTBs are classics—they don’t demand 
constant replacement—though if you haven’t tried a few 
new ones, you're missing some stunners. Have you seen

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Double, 
Double, 
Toil and 
Trouble

Written at Halloween and with a bow to Shakespeare’s 
witches (or maybe that should be the Earl of Oxford?) 
the title actually refers to the pains and pleasures of 
working with tetraploid Siberians. A tetraploid has four 
sets of chromosomes in each cell rather than the two sets 
(one from each parent) that are found in diploid plants. 
Unlike most of the bearded irises that we grow today, 
Siberians are not naturally tetraploid. So, doubling the 
chromosome number from the diploid condition is just 
the first of several challenges to the eager hybridizer who 
wants to start the process from scratch. There is nothing 
very novel about the method for doing this which was 
worked out almost 50 years ago by Currier McEwen and 
is based on treating germinated seedlings with colchicine (a 
chemical that comes from the autumn crocus (Colchicum). 
In turn Currier learned this method of kitchen-sink genetic 
engineering from Orville Fay who was working with 
daylilies, and he named one of his first tetraploid irises in 
1970 after Mr. Fay. Although it is quite inefficient and time 
consuming, the method does work, and no better one has 
yet been discovered. I have tried a number of herbicides 
that act by interfering with cell division in a similar way 
to colchicine, including treflan, oryzalin, pronamide and 
diphenamid. Pronamide did give a few tetraploids, but none 
of these compounds seemed to offer any advantages over 
colchicines, and I still use the old, tried and true method. 

The inefficiencies of this process include the fact that 
the necessary concentrations of colchicine are often lethal, 
so many seedlings die, yet others are unaffected, and some 
are chimeras - part tetraploid and part diploid. Fortunately, 
these can be useful for breeding because of their tetraploid 
parts. Also, treating small seedlings means that you don’t 
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‘Moonlight Fair’ (2011) 


know what the final product will look like. Often enough 
the induced seedlings turn out to be not at all superior 
when they grow up. When looking for recessive traits, 
where only a few seedlings in the cross may demonstrate 
the characteristic(s) of interest, the inability to see what 
you will get beforehand is particularly frustrating. With 
daylilies you can treat the shoot meristem in the crown 
of superior clones having desirable characteristics with 
colchicine and hope to turn these into tetraploids which is, 
of course, much more efficient in controlling the quality 
and nature of the tetraploid product. Currier tried this a 
few times with Siberians without any success apparently 
and gave up. However, the efficiencies of this mature plant 
approach deserve some further investigation—a project 
for this next bloom season maybe. I have also heard of 
people injecting colchicine into the stem below developing 
flowers but I’m not aware of any significant success with 
this method either. 

Thenextbarrieris perhapsthe mostserious. Tetraploidy 
changes many things in the iris, some minor and some 
more significant. It makes larger and often brighter flowers 
with strong ruffling and patterns. Substance is increased 
in both the flowers and the foliage. The typical change in 
flower form is obvious in “Orville Fay’ (McEwen, 1970) 
with its flaring rather than pendant falls due to stronger 
flower structure. Tetraploidy doesn’t adversely affect 
vigor, and many tetraploids are among the strongest 
growers in the garden. All these effects could be seen as 
positive, although some of the grace and naturalness of 
older diploid Siberians is lost. But the one thing I devoutly 
wish tetraploidy did not do is shorten the bloom stalks 
so that often the flowers are not held high enough above 


the foliage. After 
much frustration 
with this, I have 
made it a rule 
that I will only 
do colchicine 
treatments of 
seedlings where 
at least one of 
the parents has 
tall flower stalks, 
and preferably 
look for 
situations where 
both are tall. 
Unfortunately, 
this places a 
considerable 
limitation on the parents that you can use. 

Despite all, with persistence, you can generate some 
superior seedlings that have usable tetraploid parts, or 
even plants that are fully tetraploid. The next question is 
will they be fertile? Not all of them are. Late August and 
early September is harvest time for Siberian seed pods here. 
After a few weeks to dry out, it's then time to open up all 
those promising pods and find out what's inside. I just 
finished doing this for the 2011 crop and came away rather 
disappointed, particularly with the yield of tetraploid seeds. 
But that's nothing new. First, with a few exceptions, they are 
reluctant to set pods—just less fertile than diploids which 
generally set seed with abandon. Whereas maybe 70% of 
diploid crosses end up producing seeds, probably only 2096 
of tetraploid crosses do so and only then in a good year 
and often with fewer seeds per pod. Finally, it's not unusual 
for these seeds to germinate more slowly and with lower 
success than diploids. The overall result—much effort for 
few seedlings. Maybe this relative infertility explains why 
tetraploid Siberians are not found in the wild—not only 
would their production be a rare accidental genetic event, but 
they are less likely to produce seed to compete with diploids 
in the next generation. For every diploid cross that produces 
100 seedlings, you might get only ten from a tetraploid 
cross. You might think that this relative infertility would 
improve with time as the more fertile tetraploids produce 
later generations that break the infertility barriers and breed 
more freely. If so, I'm not sure that I have seen it yet after 
30 years of making crosses. There are a few tetraploids that 
are quite fertile. My ‘Simon Says’ (2007) and ‘Moonlight 
Fair’ (2011) show up repeatedly in successful recent crosses 
along with a handful of so-far unnamed, induced tetraploid 
seedlings. Most tetraploids are more reluctant than this, but

with persistence may yield some seeds, and a final few just 
refuse to ever breed. Perhaps the most poignant result 1s to 
produce a promising new variety and find that it is resolutely 
sterile. Two of the loveliest tetraploid seedlings we have ever 
produced are 97A2B52 and 97B1B25. Dozens of attempts 
to get them to be parents have failed utterly and neither was 
introduced for this and other reasons. 

Because of this differential fecundity, after a while, 
the fertile ones begin to dominate the seedling gene pool 
in the garden and there is a certain sameness about the 
new seedlings, so it takes a continual infusion of new 
genes from new tetraploids to maintain the variety that 
every hybridizer prizes. The main frustration though 
is that often you can visualize a good cross that should 
produce new and wonderful things, but you can never 
get there. Many lines of development are either closed 
off at the start or dissipate as fertility is lost. 

I mentioned 20% success in crosses “in a good year”. 
What does that mean? Well, the chances of getting seed set 
is clearly temperature-dependent. In my experience there 
is no point in making tetraploid crosses when the daytime 
temperatures rise into the higher 80s, as they often do here 
in Michigan in June. Diploids too are less likely to set seed 
then, but not to the extent of tetraploids. Even in a cooler 
year like this year, many pods develop but they contain 
few, if any, seeds. Strangely, this year virtually every cross 
made in the later part of this season, whether diploid or 
tetraploid, gave mainly these false pods. I have no idea 
why, but that’s the reason I’m not entirely happy. 

As if all this were not enough, there is yet another 
challenge with breeding tetraploids. It is harder to get 
recessive traits to reveal themselves. This arises from the 
fact that tetraploids have four sets of chromosomes not 
just two, and therefore have four different copies of each

gene. For a recessive trait to show up in the progeny, all four 
genes for that trait have to be in the recessive form, not just 
two as with diploids. Because of this, it can be more difficult 
to work with recessive traits, which are often the ones of 
interest (red or white/yellow colors rather than blue, for 
example). This makes some common breeding strategies 
involving initial crosses between irises with the dominant 
and the recessive traits and the recovery of recessive traits 
in later generations by backcrossing much more difficult. 
In this case you will need to grow many more seedlings to 
get the same number that express the recessive trait, and for 
the reasons above, you actually get many fewer seedlings in 
most cases. Thus, once you have the recessive trait present 
in all four genes, it is not always wise to make crosses where 
this is lost again. On the other hand, having four different 
genes allows for more variety and combinations in the 
expression of each trait which probably leads to some of the 
new patterns and forms seen with tetraploids. 

Here then is the obvious question—if breeding 
tetraploids is so much more difficult and frustrating than 
diploids, why bother? Partly because of the challenge and 
sheer stubbornness, but more significantly because when 
things do go right, you can get some wonderful flowers.

colors, and even new patterns can be very exciting. Here 
are some recent examples of seedlings still under number 
showing further development of the “plicata” pattern that 
first showed up with ‘Emily Anne’ (2002) and others in 
which the ruffling is superb. The key parent underlying 
this pattern is our ‘Somebody Loves Me’ (1998). A major 
objective is to develop more of the “plicata” patterns in 
different colors and with a yellow rather than a white 
ground. There is good progress here. ‘Judy, Judy, Judy’ 
introduced in 2010 has wonderful ruffles and a mid red- 
violet rim color. A deeper colored sibling (02B2A15) is 
under consideration for introduction with a watchful eye 
on vigor and disease resistance. Seedling 05Q10B2 is yet 
another fine ruffled form with a very clean blue color 
against a pure white ground. Finally, seedling 04K9B5 
shows a start in generating yellow ground plicatas. If 
you like ruffles and flounces, you have to love seedling 
05S2B5. And if you like bright, ‘How Audacious’ (2009) 
should do it. This is what makes it all worthwhile. 
Another objective is to develop better yellow 
tetraploids. A long-held goal with several good candidates 
over the years, this eventually fell by the wayside for such 
reasons as lack of fertility, failure to grow vigorously, and 
in one particularly frustrating case, the sudden death of the 


'My First Kiss (2004) 'Kaboom (2001) 
entire large clump over winter—the only iris in the area to 
show any damage. I have thought at times we were cursed 
in this search. Currently, the leading yellow tetraploid 
is probably Jeff Dunlop’s ‘Currier’s Dream’ (2009). Our 
best tetraploid yellow flower so far 1s the induced seedling 
O6T18A4(T), but this has the too-common defect of 
short, hidden stems. Fortunately it is fertile and may help 
give us what we are looking for in the next generation or 
two. Obtaining good yellow tetraploids with the correct 
genetic makeup is also one key to developing the tetraploid 
versions of the lovely new red-over-yellow combinations 
that we are now seeing in the diploids. 

Tetraploid daylilies seem to have slowly overwhelmed 
their diploid relatives in popularity, but I fancy that this 
will not be the case with Siberians. The diploids remain 
wonderful plants with many new features. You only need 
to read the article by Marty Schafer in the April 2011 
issue of Irises where he describes some of the new color 
combinations and blends with a yellow base to sense the 
excitement that diploids are creating in this area. Attempts 
to bring these new colors into the tetraploid series are still in 
progress, and so far have been limited by the several factors 
mentioned above, but with persistence we’ll soon succeed. 
Diploids and tetraploids coexist and probably will continue

to do so. Clearly tetraploids are widely appreciated. Seven 
of the top fifteen vote-getters in the most recent (2011) 
Siberian Popularity Poll are tetraploids, as are four of the last 
twelve Morgan-Wood Medal winners. Besides our efforts, 
at least a dozen other hybridizers have registered tetraploid 
Siberians since Currier McEwen’s first introduction in 
1969, including, but not limited to Tomas Tamberg, Dean 
Cole, Jeff Dunlop, Terry Aitken, John White, Bob Bauer 
and John Coble, Jennifer Hewitt and Carol Warner. Dean 
Cole’s first introduction ‘My First Kiss’ (2004) is a beautiful, 
strong tetraploid, and several more have followed. The 
Bauer/Coble tetraploid, ‘Kaboom’ (2001) has the added 
interest of being a multi-petal (hose-in-hose) in form and 
won an AM in 2010. Jeff Dunlop’s seedling 04130-4D has 
impressed several people as it grows in the guest plantings 
for next year’s Siberian and Species Convention. 

So, if you have a fairly high level of stubbornness 
and a decent tolerance for frustration, you might like 
to try hybridizing tetraploid Siberians. One growing 
advantage is that you don’t have to do the colchicine 
conversions yourself unless you choose to. There are 
now many dozens of existing tetraploid cultivars to 
choose from as parents and the payoff for your patience 
and perseverance can be spectacular. %

By matching 
companion flowers to the color of the iris, beautiful 
garden planting schemes don’t have to elude those of us 
who otherwise get caught wearing stripes with checks. 

Timeless irises like ‘Dusky Challenger’ (Schreiner’s, 
1986) seal the deal for dominant color in vignettes like this.

Layers Add Interest 


Layering your plantings with specimens of varying heights and textures creates entertainment for the eyes. From 
groundcovers to shrubs, the range of plant life forms to consider is endless. Tall bearded, spuria and Siberian irises 
look great mid-ground, in front of shrubs or small trees. Median bearded irises make perfect edging along pathways 
or at the edges. Layering even works with just irises, given the diversity of our favorite flower.

Flowers come in blue and white, primarily, with stippling 
of lavender and violet overlaying the ground color. A variegated selection (‘Variegata’) lurks about in collector gardens 
but suffers from poor vigor, which probably contributes to its lack of availability. 
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Iris tectorum ‘Alba’ loves the shady realms where hostas and coral bells (Heuchera) grow.
